PETROGRAD, June 15, via Londons 
(7:14 p.m.)—The Russian advance 
along the whole southwestern front 
continues to develop with a degree of 
swiftness which has astonished the 
country. The suecess of the move- 
mont thus far is looked upon as the 
more remarkable in view of the strong 
defences which had been erected by 
the Austrians curing the long period 
of preparation, und their supposed 
readiness for resistance to wny man- 
rer of assault. 

The outstanding: features are the 
steadily mounting number of prison- 
ers, augmented by the surrender of 
large Austrian units in their entirety, 
the wholesale abandonment of military 
trains and ali sorts of field equipment 
in auch exormous quantities that they 
cannct yet be estimated, and finally, 
so far us i known here, the compara- 
tively sm&ll extent of Russian losses. 

Cannot Resist Drive. 

xcept in the centre of the front 
which runs from Volhynia to the Rou- 
manian border, the Austrians have 
been wholly unable to resist the Rus- 
sian drive. In the vicinity of Tarnopol 
the opposing forces are still in dead- 
lock, but on the flanks in the Lutsk 
region and in the Dniester sector the 
breach made in the Austrian lines is 
widening constantly. 

In the Lutsk region the Russian for- 
ces, after piercing the Austrian lines 
by capturing the fortress, have pro- 
sressed in two diverging directions, to- 
ward Kovel and Viadimir-Vilhynski

Wedge Into Austrian Lines, 

A similar wedge has been driven 
into the Austrian Ines from Dubno 
toward Sokal.

ENTIRE LINE OF 
STRIPA IS TAKEN 


LONDON, June 15—Confidence pre- 
vails among Russian observers of the 
offensive along the southern section of 
the battle line that the catalogue of 
the suceemen-won by Generals Brust- 
loff and Letchitsky is by no means 
complete, telegraphs Reuter's Petro- 
grad correspondent. It is estimated 
that the Teuton losses along the front 
from the Pripet to the Roumanian 
border now total 800,000 or nearly 
half the original effectives. 

Great. satisfaction is felt with the re- 
establisument of contact with the 
Teutons along the whole southwestern 
front, but attention is chiefly centred 
upon the operations for Kovel, Viadi- 
mir-Volynski, Czernowitz and Kolo- 
mea. Col. Shumski, summarizing the 
results of the fighting, makes the de- 
duction from the latest official Russian 
statement that the entire line of the 
Stripa is now occupied by the Russians 

Northwest of Buczaéz a number of 
good roads run westward to the Pod- 
gaitse railway, which is regarded as 
accounting for the vigor of the re- 
sistance in this sector to the Russian 
advance. The village of Kozin, fifteen 
miles southwest of Dubno, captured by 
the Russians, is on the road to Brody, 
which leads then to Lemberg. 

The precipitancy of the recoil of the 
/ustrians in many sectors is shown by 
the fact that the Russians found sev- 
eral telegraphic and telephonic instal- 
lations intact and are now using them. 
The curtridges captured in the Stripa 
trenches would have sufficed for the 
use of the Austrians in the most in- 
tensive sort of firing for several weeks.

GERMAN TRENCH

LONDON, June 15—The British of- 
ficial statement issues tonight reads: 

In the past twenty-four hours quiet 
has prevailed on most parts of the 
front.

LONDON, June 16—Philip Gibbs, 
writing in the Chronicle an account of 
the Canadian offensive at Zillebeke, 
says: 

“It was a great point of pride with 
the Canadians to recapture their lost 
ground themselves, Their losses were 
not heavy in this counter attack, which 
was an astonishing piece of work. 
The Canadian guns played their part 
in the attack. A great orchestra of 
heavy and field batteries played an an- 
nihilating tattoo upon the Germans, 
who had to endure the same experi- 
ence as their guns gave the Canadians, 
upon the same ground. 

“The attack was a complete success, 
The men were surprised, they had ex- 
pected greater trouble. The enemy's 
shell fire was heavy, but the Cana(ians 
got through under cover of our guns, 
The men advanced in open order and 
worked downwards and southwards 
into our old positions, which our con- 
tinual bombardment had prevented the 
enemy's consvlidating. The attack 
was directed from the southern end 
of Sanctuary Wood to Mount Sorrel.” 

A correspondent of the Post says 
the night of the second successful 
counter attack was wet, cold und dis- 
agreeable, but the men were in high 
spirits. The Germans were apparently 
taken by surprise and were compietely 
overmatched. Two m. ohine guns 
were captured early during tie action, 
Prisoners state, accordins to the 
Post's correspondent, that che Ger-

MINE WAS STRUCK 


Many Died as Result of 
Exhaustfgn and Ex-

LONDON, June 15,—Details of 
some of the Incidents on ‘board the 
British cruiser Hampshire just be- 
fore she sank off the Orkney last 
week, causing the death of Field 
(Marshal! Earl Kitchener, are given in 
an official statement issued tonight, 
based on statements by the dozen 
survivors of the cruiser who were 
washed ashore on a raft. 

“From the reports of the twelve 
survivors of the Hampshife,” says 
the statement, ‘the following con- 
clusions ‘were reached: 

“As the men were going to their 
stations before abandoning the ship, 
Lord Kitchener, accompanied by a 
naval “ofticer, appeared, The latter 
gaid: ‘Make way for Lord Kitchener,’ 
both ascended to the quarter deck. 
Subsequently four military officers 
were seen there, walking aft on the 
port side, 

“The captain called Lord Kitchener 
to the forebridge, near where the cap- 
taln's boat was hotsted. The captain 
also called Lord Kitchener to enter 
the boat. It is unknown if Lord 
Kitchener entered it or what hap- 
pened to any boat.“ 

Struck a Mine 

“The Hampshire was proceeding 
the west coast of the Orkneys. A 
heavy gale was blowing and seas were 
breaking over the ship, which neces- 
sitated her being partially battened 
down. Between 7:30 and 7:45 p.m. 
the vessel struck a mine, and began at 
once to settle by the bows, heeling 
over fo starboard before she finally 
went down about © fifteen minutes 
later. 

“Orders were given by the captain 
for all hands to go to their established 
stations before ubandoning ship. 
Some of the hatches were opened and 
the ship's company went quickly to 
their stations. Efforts were made, 
without success, to lover some of the 
boats. One of them was broken in 
half and its occupants were thrown 
he water,

Steamer Bear Went Ashore Off 
Coast of North California in 
Dense Fog 


(by Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
EUREKA, Cal, June 15,—Forty- 
two of the passengers and crew of the 
steamer Bear were unaccounted for in 
a tally made tonight, nearly 24 hours 
after the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship Company's vessel ran on 
the rocks, off the Mendocino coast, 
Northern California, in a dense fog. 
Officials of the company expressed 
the hope tonight that the death list 
will be limited to the five bodies re- 
covered before sundoyn, At that time 
there were 134 survivors here and 29 
at Capetown, 30 miles to the south. 
These, with the five known dead, uc- 
counted for 168 of the 210 souls 
aboard the Bear when she struck, 
The steamer, a $1,000,000 ast Wise 
boat, lay high gu u rocky beach near 
Sugar Loaf reef, swinging in the long 
swells, Her captain, Louis Nohanderv, 
and threa members of the crew stayod 
aboard until late today. Finally they 
threw the ship's dog overboard with 
a light line, but he could not make the 
shore. A line fired from the ship's 
cannon reached it, and a raft was 
rigged up. which carried them ashore, 


Fourteen lifeboats got away from 
the wreck in good order. Eleven 
made Blunt's Reef lightship, four 


miles away; two made land at the 
mouth of Bear River, near the wreck, 
and one capsised and was lost,

Can- 
ada would never stand idle and see 
its neighbor beaten up. 

Colonel Younghusband has been 
telling of the preparations that 
were made in India in anticipation 
of an invasion of Afghans led by 
German and Turkish officers. If 
the Indian authorities had been 
subscribers to certain Canadian 
hewspapers they would have learn- 
ed long ago that anyone who sug- 
gested the possibility of an inva- 
sion of that sort had gone clean 
daft. 

The sowing season being over, 
the Minister of Finance is out with 
an admonition to the farmers of 
Canada to sow plenty.

tion of urkish-German troops 
somewhere in Syria, and that only 
the vigilance of the British forces 
has prevented an invasion of 
Egypt during the winter. Those 
forces, it may be.surmised, do not 
agree with Canadian journalists 
who last fall ridiculed the idea 
that Kultur could ‘engineer any 
such ambitious undertaking as an 
invasion of Egypt or India.

A COSTLY MIDDLEMAN. 
From the Montreal Mail, 

Royal Commissions usually end with 
both sides claiming a victory and this 
we may be sure will be the attitude of 
the partisans of the contending inter- 
ests in the Meredith-Duff investigation, 
‘the Hughes faction will argue that the 
minister has been gloriously vindicat- 
ed While his assailants will claim that 


a sweeping case has been made out 
ugainst him. 
The public which is the real jury 


in the case will not be disposed to ac- 
cept either of these extreme conclu- 
wons. Hughes has not been acquitted; 
neither has he been condemned. En- 
ough has, however, been brought out 
in evidence to awaken grave public 
distrust of the administration of the 
Militia Dept., particularly in the amaz- 
ing and as yet unexplained relations 
between Sir Sam Hughes und J, Wes- 
ley Allison. This distrust is accentuat- 
ed by the public impression that the 
whole story has not yet been told and 
that behind the wall of pretexts erect- 
ed to head off dangerous disclosures 
there are acts of infinitely greater’ Im- 
portance than those which have been 
revealed, 

Some of the most important chan- 
nels of enquiry were closed be the 
orgument that the information sought 
would aid the enemy; others were 
blocked by the plea that the ques- 
tions invaded the forbidden grounds of 
personal and private affairs; still oth- 
ers proved inaccessible by reason of 
the restricted scope of the enquiry. 
Ihe cause of justice and patriotism 
and the interests of the government 
liself would have been better served if 
the commission had rejected the ab- 
turd pleas based on the fear of civing 
comfort to the enemy and of violating 
the sanctity of private business.

“Saving Daylight" Not Now. 
From the Springfleld (Mass.) Union, 

The “saving daylight” plan adopted 
by Germany and about to be adepted 
in England and France, is neither a 
new nor a recent idea, in fact, it was 
first suggested to the people of France 
by no less a person than our own Ben- 
jamin Franklin, when he was enjoying 
the hospitality of Paris in the stress- 
ful days of the American revolution, 
Awakeneq early one morning by the 
Bright sunshine streaming through his 
open window, it occured to him that 
people deliberately wasted several 


hours of suntight in the morni and 
lived several hours too many in artifi- 
cial light in the evening. “I made a 


ew calculations,” he wrote at the time, 
“and found that the city of Paris alone 
could save $6,075,000 pounds of wax, 
tallow and oil by using the light of 


the sun during the six summer months, 


instead of candle light.“ His sugges- 
tion fell on deaf ears at that time, but 
more than a century later, and in the 
midst of a great war, the value of sav- 


ing daylight has been deeply impressed 
on the European mind, 
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MRS, PANKHURST’S LECTURE 
Thore who attended Mrs. Pank- 


hurst’s lecture on “How to WIn the 
War," in McDougall Methodist 
church, on Wednesday evening, cer 


tainly got the information, and got it 
in good plain terms. The first point 
established was that everyone should 
do all that he or she could, without 
waiting to be asked to do it, Next the 
distinguished lecturer explained in de- 
tail, and in words that sometimes car- 
ried pathos and sometimes a sting, but 
“ays rang true, Just what each sec- 
ton of the community could and 
should do, Her arguments were driven 
home by example, illustration and an- 
ecdote, so that reo one who heard could 
fail to understand, Among the many 
striking points of her address was the 
allusion made to the joy of combat. 
In the most modest terms she men- 
tioned that in support of the suffrage 
cause, she—with ner friends—had 
contended against social custom, esta- 
blished order, and the “governmental 
authority of a great empire at risk 
even of life itself, so that she could 
fairly claim to krow whereof she 
spoke. In regard to compulsory mill- 
tary service she held that fi a true 
democracy the obligation rested on 
every individual to defend the state, 
Australla and New Zealand had recog- 
pized that principle years ago in 
times of peace, The war had taught 
us many things, and one was that if 
Kelgium, France and Russia had been 
without compulsory service, as Britain 
us when the war broke out, it would 
have been over before now, and the 
Cerman heel would today be crushing 
out the free civilization of the world. 
Mrs. Pankhurst's address, personality 
and record is the best evidence of one 
of her assertions, that women are the 
inspiration of men. No more intense- 
ly effective appeal for personal effort 
and sacrifice in the allled cause has 
ever been made from any platform in 
Canada since the war began, Aside 
ultogethor from her gift of lucid 
thought and expression—in which she 
ranks with the best—being a wotgan, 
she was able to drive hom? arguments 
as could not have beon done by anv 
man, She told the truth and talked 
sense with a cutting edge to it; as is 
the gift and privilege of women, God 
knows, since August, 1914, there haus 
been vast need for just such à talk 
us that given in the Methodist church 
on Wednesdvy night. Ir is not too 
much to say that using her great gifts 
as she is now doing, Mes, Pankhurst 
's a strength to the empire and to the 
world’s cause of liberty, justice and 
free civilization. 4 


NORTH ALBERTA #ISHERIES 
Communicated, 

There are in Alberta thousands of 
fishermen who are voters and citiz- 
ens, Those fishermen, follow the 
lakes as they are reached by the 
railways. As soon as they are in a 
position to bring or send dish to our 
local markets they do so, Consumers 
in the town, ‘or country are thereby 
put in position to secure cheap fresh 
fish for their table use. This will 
be so as long as the fishermen in Al- 
berta are protected from abuse and 
bad fishing laws. At present the ifish- 
ing season is from May 15th to Sep- 
tember goth. 

Lesser Slave Lake ds one of the 
largest and best ‘fish bearing lakes 
in Alberta, It is about 70 miles long, 
from 10 to 15 miles wide, and has a 
varied depth of from 30 to 75 feet. 
It is /200 miles north from Edmon- 
ton and is connected with the E. D. & 
B. C. railway. The best type of fish 
are in this lake. The white fish aver- 
age about 3 to 4 pounds, and fisher- 
mem have secured white dish up to 
15 los. There are fine specimens of 
salmon trout, averaging from 18 to 
40 lbs. each; tullibee and fine perch, 
also pickerel (dore) and pike \jack- 
fish). Suckers and other coarse fish 
are plentiful. This lake has not been 
fished to amount to anything com- 
pared with other much smaller lakes 
in Alberta, so, as the fishermen say 
“The cream is on the lake vet.“ The 
fish are dying from disease and con- 
sumption—signs of overcrowding. 
Every jtisherman, who is a practical 
fisher, can testify to this fact. 

A greater number of fishery licenses 
have been issued this year than be- 
fore, As far as informed by the fish- 
ery officers there have been 135 is- 
sued. This will and could not injure 
the fishermen at Lesser Slave Lake 
us there are millions of flsh in the lake. 
But there is a clause in the license 
stating that “This license is issued 
subject to amendment of Section 
twenty-three of the special fishery 


regulations for ‘the provinces wi <Ai- 
berta and Saskatchewan, made by 
order in council, passed under date 


May 9th, 1916, which is as follows: 

“A. During the summer fishing sea- 
son not more than 360,900 pounds 
of white fish, dressed weight, shall be 
taken, fished for or procured in Lesser 
Slave Lake, under dishe:inan's or come 
mercial licenses, and as soon as this 
quantity has been taken, caught or 
procured under such licenses, tho 
local fishery officer shall order that 
all nets fished under such licenses 
be forthwith taken out of the water, 
ond all such nets not removed imme- 
diately following such order shall ‘be 
seized and confiscated and the licen- 
se@s shall be Hable to penalties pro- 
vided by the disheries act.” 

“B. During the winter fishing sen- 
son not more than 760,000 pounds of 
Whitefish (round weight) shall be 
taken under the same conditions as 
clause A.“ 

According to this amendment of 
section twenty-three of the special 
fishery regulation for the Provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan, made 
by order in council, passed under date 
May 9th, 1916, we dishermen at Lesser 
Slave Lake are compelled to protest 
against such law, as it takes the 
bread and butter from our tables. It 
is to be considered that 360,000 
pounds of white fish divided by 1356 
fishery licenses will bring the amount 
for each [fisherman to 2,700 pounds. 
The most the fisherman can get at 
the Lake from the fish buyers is 2 
cents per tb, for white fish, and this 
yields $54.00 for each disherman. Any- 
ody understanding the ish business 
must be aware that a fishing boat 
alone’ costs about $100. Nets will 
come to $100 or $150, Provisions for 
a couple of months to $40 or $50. 
Ropes, tools and railway expenses. 
This means about 3400 to $500 for 
a fisherman’a outfit on a small scale. 
Where comes the provision for wife 
and children, not talking about clo- 
thing jand bills to be paid? Under 
present conditions the fishermen at 
Lesser Slave Lahr are in such a post- 
tion tha they do not know how they 
will reach or get back home again 
when the summer svason closes,

Gives Opinion That Decrease in 
Ten Cars—OCouncil in Special 


The council yesterday morning held 
a fairly lengthy sitting, and although 
no particular matter was given an 
extraordinary amount of time, the 
number of items on the agenda could 
not other than take up considerable 
time, and even then council had to 
adjourn with still a good list of mat- 
ters to be considered. It would al- 
most appear as if the old system of 
weekly meetings will have again to 
be resorted to, owing to the accum- 
ulation of small items. 

It was thought that the report of 
the commissioners on the decrease 
of the street railway passengers might 
have called forth some discussion, The 
matter, however, was referred to the 
utilltlas committee, the aldermen re- 
serving their comments for the time 
when the committee's report is pre- 
sented, 

With the report goes the superin- 
tendent’s opinion that in, order to have 
the schedule reduced to correspond 
with the drop in the traffic would 
mean the taking off of about ten cars. 

Deputy ‘Mayor McArthur brought 
up the question of whether it would 
not tbe advisat to hold some meet- 
ings where information, could be given 
respecting the money bylaws to go 
before the burgesses on June 20th, 
as it was most essential that they 
should be sanctioned, 

The majority of the aldermen, how- 
ever, thought such a course unneces- 
sary, and the subject was dropped, 
Appeals Against Assessment.

Commissioners stated that the mat- 
ter of providing alarm boxes for the 
Ronnie Doon district had been taken 
up with the fire chief and he advised 
that if his department were permitted 
to purchase un electric mechanical 
transmitter to be installed at the cen- 
tral office, for the sum of $228, this 
would release some six fire alarm boxes 
for use in other parts of the city. The 
alarm boxes, installed cost $125 each, 
He also recommended that the Bonnie 
Doon district be served by installing a 
box on 91st street between 76th avenue 
end 88th avenue, on %6th street, on the 
bos og road and at the top of Connor's 

U. 

There was an unexpended balance 
of $ 16 for capital fire alarm sys- 
tem and the commissioners recom- 
mended that the above sucgestions ve 
carried out, and that $28 be added to 
tho chief's estimate for operation ex- 
penditure. 

Council decided that this work 
should be carried out and the recom- 
tmendations were adopted, 

Flood Danger. 

In view of the fact that flood con- 
éitions might again occur this vear tha 
commissioners asked that the building 
of a levee around the power plant and 
pumping station might be proceded 
with at once and that the work be cn- 
trusted to T. Griffln, who would carry 
m out for 45 cents per cubic yard, this 
including the forming of slopes, etc. 

The request of the commissioners 
was granted and the work will be pro- 
ceeded with without delay.

“A private soldier is paid $1 a day, 
with an allowance which brings his 
money up to $1.10 a day, or $33 a 
month of thirty days. His wife gets 
from the government a separation al- 
lowance of $20 a month and in addi- 
tion a proportion of his pay, which he 
assigns to her. Hitherto the soldier 
has been allowed to assign as much as 
he chose, and many assigned almost 
their whole earnings, Inconveniences 
followed, and a short time ago it was 
represented .by the military authori- 
ties overseas that men who had as- 
signed more than twenty days’ pay of 
their rank did not leave themselves 
enough money, und often got into 
financial difficulties, owing to their 
generosity. Accordingly the order in 
council was passed limiting the as- 
signment to twenty days' pay. 
Reserve Must be 813 
“If a private soldier in England 
assigns twenty days’ pay this amounts, 
in a month of thirty days, to $20. This 
leaves him $13 and this sum is paid 
to the man for himself. While much 
is provided for him, there are many 
necessaries which he must procure out 
ot his own pocket. Apart from buying 
conveniences such as newspapers, 
writing materials, an occasional meal 
out of barracks, ete., if he is left with 
no money he cannot avail himself of 
the leave which from time to time is 
given to allow the men to visit places 
of interest, and so he is confined to 
barracks or camp all the time, It is 
felt that $13 a month is not an exces- 
sive amount to allow a man. If he is 
of opinion that his relatives should 
have more’ he ena save it and send it 
home. The point of view of the au- 
thorities is that a soldier should be 
allowed to spend some of his own 
money.”
